An  Improvement  in  Arm  Slings. 


I,  Paul  Hartmann,  of  Heidenheim,  on  the  Brenz,  in  the  Kingdom  of  AVirtem- 
berg,  Germany,  Manufacturer  of  Surgical  Dressings,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature 
of  this  invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particu¬ 
larly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by  the  following  statement:  — 

5  This  invention  relates  to  the  construction  of  an  arm  sling  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  strain  of  the  suspended  load  is  distributed  over  the  shoulders  and  back  with¬ 
out  inconveniently  pressing  on  the  back  of  the  neck,  as  I  shall  describe  referring 
to  the  accompanying  drawings. 

Fig.  1  is  a  back  view  of  the  sling  according  to  my  invention  in  condition  to 
10  carry  the  right  arm.  Fig.  2  shews  it  in  position  on  the  body  and  Fig.  3  shews 
how  the  straps  are  crossed  over  the  back  of  the  wearer. 

The  sling  consists  of  an  approximately  triangular  piece  a  of  suitable  fabric 
gathered  at  one  corner  h  where  it  is  attached  to  a  strap  c.  A  portion  e  of  the 
lower  part  of  the  triangle  is  folded  up  along  the  line  d  and  the  parts  from  d  to  f 
1 5  are  sewn  together,  the  other  end  g  of  the  part  e  is  gathered  and  attached  to  a 
strap  h.  The  arm  to  be  supported  has  its  elbow  and  lower  part  accommodated 
in  the  kind  of  pocket  formed  between  a  and  e. 

The  straps  c  and  h  are  passed  over  the  shoulders  crossed  over  the  back,  brought 
round  tho  waist  and  fastened  together  by  a  buckle  Is.  In  order  to  suit  different 
20  wearers  one  of  the  straps  may  be  lengthened  or  shortened  by  passing  a  loop  of 
it  through  flat  rings  l  m  in  the  usual  way. 

The  sling  by  turning  it  as  it  were  outside  in,  can  be  applied  to  either  arm,  and 
in  order  that  the  buckle  k  may  serve  for  either,  it  is  pivotted  to  the  flat  ring  l  so 
that  it  can  swivel. 

25  Instead  of  employing  a  buckle  the  straps  may  be  made  of  sufficient  length  to 
be  tied  round  the  waist,  and  in  this  case  the  flat  rings  /,  m ,  for  looping  can  be 
dispensed  with. 

Although  I  have  described  the  rest  for  the  arm  as  being  made  of  a  special  form 
and  of  flexible  fabric  so  that  it  can  be  inverted  and  used  for  either  arm,  obviously 
30  the  mode  of  supporting  the  rest  by  straps  passing  over  both  shoulders  and  round 
the  waist  might  be  applied  to  arm  rests  of  other  forms  and  materials. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  in¬ 
vention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I 
claim  is  :  —
